ing out a coupon or answering a 
question over the telephone, you 
may be in for a disappointment,” 
stated a Better Business Bureau 
spokesman today. Hundreds of 
consumers in the East Bay have 
recently won a ‘‘free” vacation 
to Las Vegas, Reno or Tahoe. 

“While there is nothing sinister 
in such an offer, if clearly ex- 
plained,’ stated the spokesman, 
“the Better Business Bureau does 
take exception to those which 
imply that transportation is in- 
cluded in the package.” Further- 
more, BBB/ East Bay cautioned 
consumers that some promoters 
fail to indicate, where applicable, 
that one condition to the free ho- 
tel room and refreshments dur- 
ing the stay is that the guest 
must view a film or listen to a 
sales presentation in behalf of a 
land development company. “In 
some cases, if this is not done, 
all ‘free’ inducements are 
charged to the guest on check- 
out.” 


The Better Business Bureau 


Business and Professions Code, 
consumers are not required to 
purchase any item as a condition 
to receiving a free prize. Section 
17537 of the code, states: “It is 
unlawful to notify any person by 
any means, as a part of an ad- 
vertising plan or scheme, that he 
has won a prize and that as a 
condition of receiving such prize 
he must purchase or rent any 
other item.” 

BBB/East Bay urges recipients 
to read all the fine print on the 
vacation certificates in order to 
understand the many items, limi- 
ations and qualifications upon 
their use.

Leftovers Needed 


Pieces of gay cotton materials 
are again on the ‘‘most wanted” 
list at the Berkeley-Albany Red 
Cross chapter, 2116 Allston Way, 
Berkeley ,according to Miss Mar- 
ian Wallace, vice chairman of the 
Production and Supply depart- 
ment, 

Ingenious recycling of these 
leftovers from summer sewing 
projects is a year ’round activity 
for Production and Supply volun- 
teers who use the cotton pieces 
to make a variety of useful 
articles for hospital patients and 
underprivileged children, 

“We can find a use for pieces 
of all sizes and shapes, from the 
largest to the smallest,” said Miss 
Wallace, 

Recently volunteers have been 
making the larger pieces into 
drawstring bags which patients 
at the Yountville Veterans Home 
hang from the arm of their wheel 
chairs to keep personal belong: 
ings within easy reach. 

Smaller pieces are used to line 
scuffs, and- even the _ tiniest 
scraps can be converted into 
patchwork lap robes, practical 
for convalescent hospital patients 
because they are easily washed. 
Old turkish towels are made into 
bibs, 

Scraps of yarn are also needed 
for lap robes and afghans. 

Production volunteers meet in 
the Red Cross sewing room twice 
a week, and more hands. are al- 
ways needed, said Miss Wallace. 
Please contact the Red Cross. if 
you like to sw or knit and have 
time to contribute, she urges.

This is the shocking and tragic 
conclusion of a study by the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Associa- 
tion, Children under 5 years of 
age account for 17'4 percent of 
the 12,100 persons killed by fire 
in the United States each year, 
and another 10 percent of the na- 
tion’s victims are between 5 and 
14 years old. 

Never leave small children 
alone. If it becomes necessary 
to leave the house for even a 
few minutes, take the children 
with you unless you can find a 
competent person to watch over 
them. 

1. Make sure baby sitters have 
specific instructions in case of 
fire. These include orders to get 
the children out of the house the 
instant smoke or gas is noted, the 
location of at least two escape 
routes from every room, how to 
get in touch with the fire depart- 
ment, the parents, doctor and po- 
lice. 

2. Keep young children—age 2 
and under—in constant sight and 
mind. 

3. Teach older children how to 
use and respect fire. They learn 
best by the good example set by 
parents. 

4. Keep your home free of fire 
hazards through regular. check- 
ups. Don’t ‘hesitate to ask the 
fire department to help in this. 

5, Train children of all ages to 
get out of the house to safety in 
case of fire. Work out at least 
two escape routes from each 
room, and be sure the youngsters 
know these routes by heart.
